The pa- 
tient took more than the usual 
amount of nourishment@which he ap- 
peared to assimilate without difficulty. 
The stomach is in good condition, and 
all the indications point to continued 
improvement, ‘The physicians, who had 
nearly lost hope, are once more al- 
most confident. Ail the people about the 
White House looked pleased yesterday, and 
the country is once more overjoyed at the 
prospect that the bells wil! not toll a funeral 
knell; but will ring out peals of gladness at 
the President’s safe recovery. A few days 
more of the present rate of improvement will 
be necessary in order to insure this happy 
outcome, but somehow the feeling seems to 
be general that the tide has turned for good

Tux people of Chicago were reminded yes- 
terday that George V an Llollen, who is charged 
with approgriating a considerable sum of 
money belonging to Chicago to his own use, 
has not yet been convicted, not even tried. 
Through his counsel, Mr. Van Hollen asked 
yesterday that the indictment against him be 
quashed on the ground that it charges an 
offense not known to the law, that it is in- 
definit, and, generally speaking, that it should 
not hold. Mr. Van Hollen does not suffer 
from overmodesty. 


Dr. Buiss accounts for the slight rise in 
the President’s pulse and temperature last 
ev ening by saying that it arose from consid- 
erable pus being confined in the parotid 
gland. The physicians got the pus out, how- 


- ever, and the fever soon after began to subside. 


Dr. Bliss says that the ball is moving deeper

This downward 
movement he regards as a rather favorable 
circumstance. The ball, he says, will have 
to be taken out some time,.and can be taken 
from the part of the body towards which it 
is going as easily at least as it could be taken 
from its original location. 


NEGOTIATIONS for peace between Bis- 
marck and thé Vatican, or, as the radicals 
would say, for renewed concessions to 
Rome on the part of Bismarck, are in prog- 
ress. The Rev. Dr. Korum, the new Bisbop 
of Treves, was with Bismarck yesterday for 
that purpose. The Vatican is pressing for 
the repeal of the so-called May laws, which 
are practically dead-letters now; but a 
Chancellor who may not know the Vatican 
as intimately as Bismarck does may yet rule 
in Germany, and the Vatican would there- 
fore rather that the May laws be 
not in the German .§ statute book. 
Bismarck will probably concede most of 
the Vatican’s demands. By doing so he will 
win to his support the Catholics of the 
Rhine provinces of Bavaria and Wiirtemberg, 
and will conciliate to a great extent the dis- 
contented elements in Prussian Poland and 
in Alsace-Lorraine. It is also’ announced 
that Herr von Schlozer, the German Minister 
to Washington, is to go to Rome, probably to 
smooth the way to Canosga. 


OnE of the most destructive storms which 
ever visited the South Atlantic coast pre- 
vailed there Sagarday night. Owing to the 
prostration of the wires full particulars have 
not yet reached us, but enough is known 
to warrant the statement that the loss 
of life and property is very great. The wind 
blew over Savannah Ga., at the rate ot forty 
miles an hour, unroofing houses, sweep- 
ing the sea into houses along the 
wharves, and playing havec with shade 
and fruit trees. An infirmary was 
wrecked, and the patients barely escaped. 
Many of them were badly bruised. Sailing 
craft in Savannah Bay suffered badly, and 
many persons on board perished. ‘The loss 
of life among the colored people on the 
rice plantations and along the river 
and bay is reported to have been 
very great. All the people in one of the isl- 
ands in the river perished. At Port Royal, 
Beaufort, and other points along the South 
Carolina coast hundreds of persons: are be- 
lieved to have perished, and millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property was washed away. 


A TRIBUNE reporter interviewed Mr. Will- 
iam B. Howard, of the railroad-building firm 
of Brown, Howard & Co., yesterday in re- 
lation to the new railroad—the New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis—which that firm 
are pushing at the rate of four miles 
per day towards Chicago. Mr. Howard says 
that neither Gould nor Vanderbilt is ‘inter- 
ested in the new enterprise, that it is an 
independent one, and that the pro- 
jectors are opposed to monopolies of all 
kinds, and he intimated that the new 
road will be a formidable competitor 
for business to the Lake Shore Road. Mr. 
Howard admitted having purchased for him- 
self and others 800 acres ot land near the In- 
diana State line, on which it is proposed to 
erect the car-shops and round-house of 
the new railroad, and also that he and 
Mr. Cummings, who is interested with him, 
have purchased a large block of the stock of 
the Calumet & Chicago Canal & Dock Com- 
pany, from which it may be inferred that 
that concern will be more active and enter- 
prising in the near futare than it has been 
since the late Col, James H. Bowen ceased 
to be its President.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 29.—Good news 
is easily told. Ithas been another hopeful 
day. The President still seems to be on the 
road to recovery. The doctors say that he 
will live, and there is great joy at the White 
House. The improvement in the President’s 
condition, which commenced on Saturday, 
has continued without interruption, and to- 
night the terrible. swelling in the parotid 
giand, the tumefaction of which had not 
been reduced at noon, is reported to be con- 
siderably diminished, and the quantity of 
pus discharged from it has been very con- 
siderable. ‘The indications since the evening 
bulletin, however, are that another incision 
will have to be made to-morrow to relieve 
another pus cell, which was noticed to be 
forming to-night. The bulletin this morning 
was awaited with great anxiety. The pe- 
riod between 3 and 7 o’elock in the morning 
has been o , 

THE PRESIDENT’S WORST TIME, | 
and until it is certain fiat the President is 
again on the definit read to recovery those 
hours will be awaited with anxiety, The 
President had a comfortable night. The 
morning bulletin showed, at least, that 
the President was holding his own. 
The unexpected had happened. The Presi- 
dent had passed through an- 
other | critical time, and was no 
worse. ‘The morni 
not make it possible to say that the President 
was any better. The surgeons would not 
say so, They simply said that he was main- 
taining his own, and was no worse. Of 
course, they meant that he still was in a very 
critical condition. ‘The pulse was high, in- 
dicating his very weak condition, but 
THE RESPIRATION 
which was so high yesterday as to excite 
sOime concern, had fallen to within two 
points of normal. This improvement 
in the respiration, in connection with the 
examinations of the lungs made sev- 
eral times during the day, showed 
that the fears entertained by some of the 
surgeons yesterday, that an abseess might 
form in the lungs, was not at least as yet 
realized. The respiration was greatly re- 
duced, while the lungs were found to be 
perfectly strong. The noon bulletin showed 
something of a decrease of pulse, and the 
surgeons reported the othersymptoms favor- 
able. This evening the most hopeful indica- 
tion is reduction in the size of 
THE SWOLLEN GLAND. 

It has been so much diminished by the 


free discharge that the outline of it 
is plainly discernible. It still remains, 
however, a huge, hard lump below 


the ear. The pulse and temperature to-night 
are higher than could be wished, the tem- 
perature being two degrees above normal, 
indicating that the parotid swelling still 
causes much fever. The Presfdent’s stom- 
ach still continues to serve him well, and, in 
addition to the customary liquid food, he has 
taken a small piece of milk toast, pre- 
pared by Mrs. Garfield’s hands. The 
wound is still unchanged, and is not as act- 
ive in its recuperative processes as could be 
wished. 

THE MEMBFRS OF THE CABINET, 
while very hopeful, express their hope with 
more conservatism and more qualification 
than the public generally, or the more. en- 
thusiastic of the doctors. Windom, for in. 
stance, said this afternoon: ‘*‘ We. are very 
hopeful, but we shall be obliged to wait two 
or three days before we can say that we are 
confident.”’ Secretary Blaine siti id: ** We shall 
have to waita day or two bet vill be 
safe to say that the President is on the 
road to recovery.” Secretaries Lincoln 
and Hunt express similar views. Secretary 
Lincolnsays: “ The President has-certainly 
passed the corner. ‘There may be other cor- 
ners, but I do not think that there are. 
Danger is still present, but Ido not think 
that it will augment, but deerease and gradti- 
ally draw off.” Secretary Kirkwood spoke 
in the same vein. Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh said that ** The President has been at 
the bottom of the well, and is now coming 
up.” One member of the Cabinet, at least, 
does not a take very hopeful view of the sit- 
uation to-night. Referring to the evening bul- 
letin he said: “The President hag not 
gained any. He stays where he was, ona 
dead level, in the state of uncertainty, and 
we do not know whether he will go up or 
whether heavill go down fromm that level.” 

A JOYFUL DISCOVERY. 

There are whispering in quarters where 
unfounded rumors do not find ready cre- 
dence of some discovery, made last night by 
Dr. Hamilton, and of which some of the 
other physicians do not seem yet to be aware 
—a discovery which appears to cause a deal 
of rejoicing to those whe think they know 
what the inference is. It relates to the posi- 
tion of the bullet, which is believed to have 
been working its way downwards, and has 
reached a position where it can be easily re- 
moved as soon asthe President has regained 
strength enough to warrant the administra- 
tion of either without danger. This isonly an 
inference, to be sure, but it is a fact thata 
discovery of some kind whiclt gives a new

had a better night than at any time before 
since the middle of last week. His sleep 
was still broken at rather short intervals, 
but it was more natural and peaceful than 
heretofore, for the reason that his general 
condition was better, and there was less dis- 
turbance from the swollen parotid gland. He 
was sponged off with alcoho! and water every 
three or four hours, and sWallowed liquid 
nourishment at intervals of two or three 
hours during the night. The morning ex- 
amination showed that the favorable condi- 
tions of Sunday were still fully maintained, 
and, in the judgment of some, the patient 
was decidedly better. Another slight in- 
cision about. half an inchin length was 
made at the morning dressing in the right 
cheek, and a teaspoonful or moreof healthy- 
looking pus from the supp uratinggland was 
liberated. The cutting, slight-as it was, gave 
the patient some pain, and caused the pulse, 
which had previously been at 100, to rise to 
108. it soon fell back, however, to 104. The 
patient rested quietly throughout the morn- 
ing, and his pulse was noticeably steadier 
than yesterday, ranging from 100 to 104 
or 106. Whenever he fell asleep his 
pulse went down to 100. During the 
process of sponging off, and as often as he 
was otherwise excited or disturbed, it would 
rise from four to six beats. It was, however,

During the morning the patient took his full 
usual allowance of nourishment, including, 
however, some variations in the shape of 
chicken broth and milk-toast. At the noon 
examination his pulse was 106, but his tem- 
perature and respiration continued to be 
normal. The afternoon and evening reports 
have all been favorable, although some little 
uneasiness has beep felt to-night on account 
of the continued high temperature. This is 
explained by the physicians in attendance as 
resulting from the pain of the inflamed gland.

THE SURGEONS’ LANGUAGE, 
DR. BLISS STILL CONFIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 29.—There have 
been great fears that the swelling of the 
gland in the throat would be followed by the 
swelling of other glands. Dr. Bliss, in an- 
swering a question with respect to these 
fears, said: *“‘I have gone carefully over all 
the surgical records of the War, with a view 
to that very question, besides which my per- 
sonal experience with gunshot wounds kas 
been very large, and I do not Know of an in- 
stance where a second gland ever became in- 
volved through traumatic parotitis. That

AT 10 O'CLOCK THIS EVENING 

Dr. Bliss reported all well, with the bright- 
est prospects of further. improvement.

We sueceeded in evacuating it through the 
four openings, so as to relieve the pressure. 
I shall Ithink make anew opening in the 
morning at the lower point of the swelling, 
which will do much to remedy this difficulty. 
The pus is colleeting very freely now, and all 
we have to do is to liberate it. The tever has 
subsided during the evening, and he is now 
sleeping nicely. In fact heisin excellent 
condition. His temperature is nearly nor- 
mal, his pulse about 108,” 

‘* In what condition do you find the parotid 
gland to-night?” 

“Itis much smaller. 
well defined.”’ 

‘‘Ifas there been any noticeable change in 
the wound ?”’ 

‘4 slight improvement has been made. It 
has better color, and

are formed. The pus discharge from the 
wound is not very abundant in quantity but 
it is improving in quantity and quality, at a 
satisfactory rate.” 

* Are there still no indications of new pus 
formations ?”’ 

‘“‘ There are no such formations, and we do 
not fear any now.” 

‘“‘ There is no truth in the story that there 
are pus formations in the lungs then ?”’ 

“No. The lungs are examined every day, 
and they are in perfect condition. There is 
an absolute freedom of the resperational 
murmur, which is always indicative of some 
stoppage in the air cells.” 

“* Does he still take his food well?” 
“Yes, he has taken liberally to-day, and

* Nothing at all. The subject has not been 
mentioned to my knowledge.” 

“Do you still drain the channel of the 
wound of its pus secretions throughout its 
whole length, as heretofore ?”’ 

“ Yes, that is done every day, and tne 
wound thoroughly cleansed. In: fact, it has 
been kept in perfect condition.” 

* What can you say of his general condi- 
tion, Docter ?”’ 

“I think you may say it is better on the 
whole than it was last night. He has passed 
a better day. His lines of expression are 
being restored. His color is better. His 
face and lips have resumed their normal 
hue. His eyes are brighter. His tongue has 
cleared, and the redness which was charac- 
teristic for several days--has subsided. His 
mind is perfectly clear, and he talks more 
and observes better what is going about him 
than during his period of depression.” 

ANOTHER INTERVIEW. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 29.—In an in- 
terview at 2:25 p. m., Dr. Bliss said the Pres- 
ident is getting along much more evenly to- 
day than yesterday. The extreme change of 
his »yuise since morning has not exceeded 
six, and is now from 102 to 104. The pulse is 
also fuller and stronger in character. Yes- 
terday at this hovr the patient had a little 
fever. ‘To-day he has none. In reply to 
questions with regard to the reported accu- 
mulation of pus in the lungs, Dr. Bliss said: 
“We have examined the lungs every day, 
and they have always been and are nowina 
perfect condition. The respiratory murmur 
this morning was clear and natural, and 
there was not a single indication of any ab- 
normal symptom.” 

The Doctor was then questioned with re- 
gard to the reported existence of pus in the 
knee-joint. 

“Who invents these absurd stories?’ he | 
inquired, *“‘ There is no pus in the knee- 
joint or anywhere else, except in the wound 
and gland. The pus could not form and be 
retained without at once affecting the pulse 
and temperature.” 

.“* What is the condition of the glandular 
swelling. Has it decreased any in size ?”’ 

“It has. ‘The outline of the gland is now 
perceptible, and it is discharging freely. We 
took out at least a teaspoonfub of pus this 
morning.’’ 

“ Does the patient continue to. take food 
well ?”’ 

* Perfectly. He had some chicken broth 
to-day, and another piece of milk toast, and 
seemed to enjoy and relish them both.” 

** Do you think he is a little better to-day 
than at the same hour yesterday ?” 


“I certainly do. His progress to-day 
been much more even than yesterday. vhs

DR. BLISS AGAIN PUMPED. 

Dr. Bliss was asked to-night: ‘“ What do 
you think of the condition of the Presi- 
dent ?”’ 7 

“He is better. Almost every symptom 
shows improvement to a greater or less de- 
gree.” 

‘* How are the pulse and temperature ?”’ 

“ His pulse is the same as last night,—110. 
His fever is a little higher. It did not come 
on as early as yesterday, but there is a {trifle 
more of it. 1 don’t regard that fact, .how- 
ever, as having any great importance. It is 
easily enough a@écounted a ” 

**In what way?” 

“ There was a good deal of confined pus in 

the parotid swelling. The patient is very 
sensitive to the influence of retained pus. 
As soon as the pus accumulates anywhere 
his temperature shows it. We got it pretty 
much all out at the evening dressing, but it 
had already had its effect. Ihe fever will 
soon subside now.”’ 
** How does the glandular swelling look ?” 
** Better than at any time heretofore,—bet- 
ter than I expected it would this morning. 
It has perceptibly diminished in size, and the 
pus pockets are running together. Weshall 
probably make another incision to-morrow, 
and release another considerable quantity of 
pus, which will be ready at that time to come 
out.” 

**Do you look for further speedy improve- 
ment in the condition of the gland”’”’ 

“*T think it will look a good deal better to- 
morrow, but, of course, it will be several 
days before we cease to feel ohn ag about 

it.”’ 

“What is the state of the wound ””’ 

“The wound is doing well. It usually 
shows the most improvement in the morning, 
but it is looking better even to-night. I don’t 
think that now the President’s life is 
IN ANY DIRECT DANGER FROM THE WOUND.” 

“It is reported that the ball has changed 
its location. Is such the case ?”’ 

“ Yes. We think the ball is making its way 
down deeper into the cavity of the pelvis, 
probably in the direction of the rectum.” 

‘* How do you know this?” 

** We don’t know it, but we think so, and 
we base our opinion partly on evidence of the 
touch and partly on the patient’s own sensa- 
tions.” 

** De you regard this downward movement 
of the ball as an unfavorable circumstance?” 

“ Not at all,—rather the contrary. It is 
very likely that the ball will have to come 
out sometime, and we can get at it in the 
part of the body toward which it is going as 
well as we could in its original location.”

THE PRESIDENT’S PRESENT WEIGHT. 
Secretary Blaine and Dr. Boynton estimate it 
at about 125 pounds. Dr. Agnew, on the 
other hand, is reported to have said he did 
not believe the President had lost as much 
flesh as this would indicate.” 

“TI don’t know how much the President 
weighs, but he has not yet reached a danger- 
ous limit of emaciation. A man can lose 
tw o-fifths of his weight without endanger- 
ing his life. The President has not yet lost 
as much as that.” 

In conclusion, Dr. Bliss said the President 
had not an unfavorable symptom to-night, 
unless the slightly fncreased fever were taken 
as sueb, and that he looked confidently for 
more improvement to-morrow. 

WHAT GARFIELD SAID TO BOYNTON. 

Dr. Boynton said that the President last 
night said to him: “ Doctor, 1 wonder how 
many more stations 1 have got to stop 
at.” “ His mind,’ continued Dr. Boynton, 
* was clear, and »e would occasionally make 
ajocular remark. When heheard Col. Rock- 
well order some more towels, hie said, smil- | 
ing: * You’re the man, Rockwell.’ He slept 
on his back until 3 o’clock, but, as his breath- 
ing was hard, we had to wake hit and turn 
him on his side.” 

“Is he troubled With phlegm in his 
throat?”

DR. BOYNTON

] toclaim that all this difference in the social

The sojl, according tothe authority of very 
intelligent Lrishmen, is no better in Ulster than 
in many plices where wretchnedness and disat- 
fection are most. prevalent. The people in all 
the provinces are Lrish, and those of the South 
are just as industrious and moral as thuse in the 
North. Tocontend that the small percentage 
of Scotch—who are more given to intemperance 
than the Irish, and are no more indus- 
trious, in Scotiand or America—should or 
does cause such a difference in the 6&0- 
cial well-being of the cominuaity, is nonsense. 
That the difference of religion has led to anch 
results will hardly be held by any except the 
side receiving the benefit of sucb a notion. The 
hot-headed Ceil is naturally bigoted in his opin- 
ions, and no less so for being a Protestant.

Whether Catholic or Protestant, the Irish are an 
intensely religious people,-—at leastas far as 
forms of faith go; but their divinities neither 
sow nor reap.

There a “tenant-right.” is recognized. Rents. 
are nut only more certain,—that is, less liable to 
be raised,—but are much more reasonable. Am- 
ple compensation is usually made,—or the cus- 
tom at least contemplates it,—for “ disturb- 
ance.’ The “three F’s"’ have become by cus- 
tom almost sacred, and there is hardly 
such a thing as caprivious evictions known 
in the province. A greater number of the land- 
lords live among the people, aud almost inva- 
riably thake abatements in seasons of whole or 
partial failure. While in the South huudreds 
of families are evicted—tbrown into the road— 
for non-payment of half a year’s rent, there 
are bundreds in Ulster from two to five years in 
arrears, and the lord accepts such sums as the 
tenant from time to time is able to pay. We 
see the Irish farmer equal to bis opportunities. 
Like all other men, he is molded by his sur- 
roundings, and, while he cannot get above, be 
may sink below thei. 

The condition of the Scotch farmer is 

VERY MUCH BETTER 

than that even of. the Uister farmer. Here, in 
Scotiand, the landlord builds tbe bouses and 
makes the other improvements,while in Ireland 
ail this is done and belongs to the tenant. 
Here there is freedom of contract, and most 
holdings are under nineteen-year leases. There 
are, as a rule, no forced evasions or laws and no 
capricious nein l rt iy almost suy there 
are nu evictions of dny kind, uncess for “ hold- 
ing over.”” The Scotch own a# many guns 83 
they want, and they suffer but littie more re- 
strictions from killing game than we of America. 
What a Scotchman bas an Undisputed rigbt to 
do in the way of carrying a gun or killing game 
would subject an [rishman to a beavy fine and 
imprisoument. Irish manufacturing industries 
bave been crushed and avovihilated by aie 
while every Scotch enterprise bas been fostere 
by the wise policy of Britain, until Scotland is 
among the leading manufacturing States of the 
world. 

The Scotch farmer is abreast with bis surround- 
ings. With plenty of employment and 
wages near at bome, be need t farm at a joss. 
But. with all these advantages. he feels that be 
is pvayi too much rent.

SAM’L OF\ POSEN. 

Mr. M. B. Curtis made, his reappearance as 
Sam'l of Posen at McVick Theatre last night 
in the presence of a lar, nce. Though he 
came here unheralded last year and was ac- 
cepted merely as a substitute to fill the gap oc- 
sioned by the failure of Miss Cavendish to keep 
her engagement, he bad a satisfactory season.

DEATH OF EDWARD JOHN TRELAWNEY. 

Mai! advices anvounce the death at Sompt- 
ing, mear Shoreham, Sussex, England, of 
Edward John Trelawney, the last of the de- 
voted band which fought for the independ- 
ence of Greece under Lord Byron just sixty 
years ago.

Tye reasons for desiring the abolition of 
the tax on bank deposits are forcibly stated 
by*the Boston Commercial Bulletin. The 
taxes are ultimately paid by depositors, and 
not by the banks. They often involve double, 
triple, or quadruple taxation. For example: 
the country dealer in Lilinois deposits in his 
home bank, which deposits in Chicago; 
thence the money is sent to a New York cor- 
respondent, by whom it is loaned out for 
commercial purposes. The same deposit ds 
thus taxed in three banks. The tax on de- 
posits is a tax on debt, a tax upon labor, an 
excise upon industry and enterprise. In 
cduntry districts where the banks fix the 
general rate of interest it is a tax upon bor- 
rowers, and in city districts it puts the Na 
tional banks at a disadvantage as eompared 


“with the private lenders, These are the ar- 


guinents of the Boston editor, It is a pity 
they should be clouded by lamentations over 
the wretched condition of National bankers 
in general and those of Boston in particular.

Tue foolish projects for making new 
States out of old ones.usually have less 
basis in fact than the tale of Aladdin. They 
are, however, fruitful topics for the news- 
paper correspondents. A short time ago 
there was a scheme to divide Missouri: 
Texas is constantly threatened—on paper— 
with division into four States; and Southern 
California is lately spoken of as a possible 
Commonwealth. The difficulty of carrying 
out any scheme for division is not commonly 
understood.. Since the Republic was founded 
no State completely organized has been di- 
vided except Virginia; and in that case the 
War was the cause and means of the divis- 
ion. In order to erecta new State in the 
territory of an old one, it is necessary, under 
normal conditions, to obtain the consent of the 
Legislature of the State concerned and of 
the Congress of the United States. The case 
of Texas is a little different, owing to the 
terms of its admission; but practically it 
would be necessary also to have the division 


of territory into new States sanctioned 


by Congress. ;The authority of the Central 
Government might be put in the form of 
recognition, but it would be essential for the 
completion of the State Governments that the 
Senators and Congressmen elected should be 
admitted to the National Congress, and thus 
the whole question could be brought up. 
There is less likelihood that new States will 
be formed out of any of those now existing 
than there is that one or more of the present 
thirty-eight will be wiped out.

The common judgment on Mr. Sessions is 
that he has not preferred a good name to 
great riches, but has been ready at any con- 
venient season to exchange the one for the 
other on reasonable terms. The people of 
Chautauqua and Cattaraugus Counties have 
done themselves no dishonor in nominating 
another Kepublican of good reputation ip 
his'place. They have, in fact, steered be- 
tween Scylla and Charybdis. The man whose 
reputation was assailed has been withdrawn, 
whije an equaily strong supporter of the Ad- 
ministration has been but forward. Nothing 
can be said against Mr. Allen. His nomina- 


‘tion is a moral vietory for the Administra- 


tion. It shows that the power of reform from 
within is not dead yet. 


GEN. ARTHUR AND CONKLINGISM. 

It seems to be assumed by some of the 
followers of the ex-Boss that Gen. Arthur 
will inaugurate his Administration, in case 
Gen. Gartield shall die, with radical changes, 
beginning with the removal of Judge Robert- 
son, dismissing all the Cabinet officers ex-. 
cept James and Lincoln, who were origimal 
third-term men, and calling Conkling to the 
head of affairs, In the first place, it would 
look better at least if they would wait and 
see if Garfield does not recover, Thepresent 
indications certainly point in that direction, 
and we believe the chances are that he will 
live. But in making the predictien that 
Arthur will make sweeping changes the 
Conklingites exhibit bad taste, worse judg- 
ment, and superlative impertinence. They 
ignore entirely the conditions under which 
Gen. Arthur holds a reversionary title to the 
office of President, and they are apparently 
indifferent to the success of his Administra- 
tion in case he shall succeed to the position. 
All persons who are impulsively or selfishly 
inclined to such a view of the situation will 
do well to give it a little logical considera- 
tion before they go about injuring Gen. 
Arthur by prognosticating improbable and 
improper events in case he be called to the 
Presidential chair by the bullet of Guiteau, 

Under existing circumstances it could only 
be irrepressible personal attachment which 
would induce Gen. Arthur, as President, to 
select Conkling as his Premier. But what 
debt will Gen. Arthur, as President, owe to 
him? Conkling neither nominated nor 
elected him, nor even favored his nomina- 
tion. After Garfield had been nominated in 
the Chicago Convention. the representative 
men of the fusion which had brought about 
that event approached Conkling and desired 
him to designate a candidate fer Vice-Presi- 
dent who would be acceptable to the faction 
he led. Conkling refused to name anybody, 
After Gen. Arthur had been suggested by 
ex-Gov. Dennison, of Ohio, as the person 
most likely to placate Conkling and concili- 
ate the deféated third-termers, Lord Roscoe 
endeavored to bully Arthur into declining 
the nomination. After Arthur § had 
received and accepted ‘the second place 
on the ticket, Conkling would hardly 
speak to him, predicted his defeat, 
and went off to New York inasulk. It was 
along time before Conkling could -be per- 
suaded to-take any part in the campaign, and 
even then it was not his friendship for 
Arthur so much f4 his own political inter- 
ests -which pr him to make a few 
speeches. It can scareely be contended, in 
the face of these facts, that Gen. Arthur will 
sacrifice the interests of his party and risk 
the loss of public confidence at the outset of 
his Administration by calling Conkling to the 
chief place in the Government. 

There is another feature in the case which 
Is equally adverse to the preferment of 
Conkling and his implacable faction in 
the event of Arthur’s aecession to the 
Presidency. Arthur was nominated and 
elected by the very same *men who 
nominated and elected Garfield. Both 
Garfield and Rimselt were delegates to the 
Chicago Convention, and neither of them ex- 
pected.a place on the ticket. Garfield was 
nominated through an alliance of several 
factions, and notably the friends of Blaine 
and Sherman. When thisalliance had been 
ratified by the selection ‘of Garfield by 
as @ compromise 
candidate, his friends could \, have con- 
trolled the Convention on any question by a 
majority of 150. One of them, a delegate 
from Ohio and. an original Sherman man, 
suggested Arthur as Vice-President; the 
Ohio delegation accepted the suggestign and 
urged his name; the other elements ix the 
alliance readily yielded, and Gen. Arthur 
was nominated. Could Arthur, under thege 
circuinstances, reasonably or honorably give 


himself over to Conkling and assent to the\ 


exclusion from a participation in the Gov- 
ernment of all elements except the Conkling 
faction ? 

When Gen. Garfield became President he 
feit that he could not afford to ignore any 
element in the Republican party. He select- 
ed his advisers from all the factions. Two 
original Grant men, and one of them a close 
friend of Conkling’s, were called to the 
Cabinet. Blaine and Windom had both been 
candidates for the Presidential nomination. 
MacVeagh wasa distinguished representa- 
tive of what had been known as the Liberal 
element of the Republican party. Every- 
where, in the distribution of the offices, 
President Garfield endeavored to divide up 
the great offiéés in such manner as 
to satisfy all elements, and certainly 
so as to aet fairly by all. In New 
York State the faction calling themselves 
“Stalwarts” received pretty much all the 
favors except the office of Collector of the 
Port ef New York; and it was upon his 
failure to defeat the President’s choice for 
this single place that Conkling resigned and 
precipitated the ugly fight at Albany which 
he designed should bring dissension into the 
party. Can Gen. Arthur, nominated by Gar- 
field’s friends, inaugurate his career as a 
Republican. President with safety by ap- 
proving the course of the mischief-makers 
and rewarding a man who deliberately. 
sought to break down the party? If Gen. 
Garfield felt that it would be unfair and wn- 
wise toignore a minority faction, but gave 
the defeated third-termers cohspieuous rec- 
ognition, ean Arthur afford to set himself

BLOWING STOCK BUBELES. 

In a recent New York dispatch was the 
statement that in the first eight months of 
1881 there were issued new bonds and stocks, 
and placed on the market for sale, to the 
amount of $671,000,000. The whole amount 
of new railway constructed covered by 
these figurea is about 3,500 miles, which, as 
actually costing $25,000 a mile, would give 
an aggregate of about $88,000,000. We pre- 
sume this is more tian their actual cost, 

In all the cages the compiler of this state- 
ment puts down as cash actually invested 


the amount of bonds issued for the construc-* 


tion of new roads; the amount of bonds 
issued for improvements and for the pur- 
chase and consolidation of other roads are 
put down as also calling for cash, though the 
amount issomewhat estimated. In the case 
of the so-called “income bonds” and the 
capital stoek no cash was called for, they 
being mere graguities issued in excess of any 
real cost, or expenditure, or value created. 
We give the figures furnished by the New 
York Financial Chronicle of the new se- 
curities issued belonging to the several 
classes. In Class 1, for the construction of 
new roads, the new securities issued are:

tal stock to an equal amount, pay one er two 
6 per cent dividends, sell the bonds and 
stocks, and then drop out, leaving the fools 
who invested their maney to suffer the con- 
sequences. — 

There has been organized in the State of 
New York a company to build a new rail- 
road from the Hudson River to Buffalo. 
This road is to run in imaginary competition 
with the Central (four tracks), the Erie {two 
tracks), and the Erie Canal. It is to bea 
local road. The Company has issued bonds 
to the amount of fifty millions, and of 
course @ proportionate sum of capital stock, 
and these are on thé market for sale. They 
may be offered at.less than par at first to 
capture those who buy stocks and bonds in 
order to get rich suddenly by a rise in 
value. Six per cent interest on the bonds is 
offered, and the expectation is that there are 
enough simpletons in New York and New 
Rngland who will swallow this bait and in- 
vest their $50,000,000 in the bonds, and as 
much more in the capital stock, to build this 
wholly useless road, which, if it ever be com- 
pleted, is certain in the future to be bought 
up at one-third its cost, and be stored away 
as afeeder to somebody’s “system,’’ while 
the investors will mourn in vain over their 
lost accumulations. ' 

It is generally tfue that the supply of 
everything is governed by the demand, and 
that this issue of 671,000,000 of new securi- 
ties in eight months of 1881 is in obedience to 
a demand, a craving, rapacious, idiotic thirst 
after any form of bond or stock that admits 
of gambling and -achance of sudden rise in 
price. Ot this $671,000,000, less than $300,- 
000,000 repreBent any actual property; the 
remainder is purely fiction,—water wit t 
evenacolorof substancein it. Yet 
stocks and bonds are on the market for sale, 
and that there are willing dupes prepared 
and anxious to lose their all in these wild- 
cat operations is evidenced by the 
ever increasing supply of the paper issu- 
ing. There is, of course, to be an 
end to the knave and fool business. 
Credulity and credit have a limit. There 
must be a day of reckoning. The holders of: 
this $671,000,000 of new bonds and stock must 
sooner or later diseover that less than $300,- 
000, of extravagantly rated values is all 
that is behind these bonds and stocks. This 
$671,000,000 is only a fractiona! part of the 
watered and inflated stocks aad bonds now 
floating on Wall street, The times that pre- 
ceded 1873 are fast repeating themselves, and 
the crash of 1873, so far as the stock-market 
is concerned, promises a speedy reappear- 
ance, but with a vastly increased force, just 
as soon as the fools have all been drained of 
their money, and there is no longer any use 


in keeping the swil «lles afloat. 


IN summing up the evidence in a recent 
breach-of- promise case in_ England, Lord Chief- 
Justice Coleridge made some observations which 
will apply with equal force on this side of the 
Atlantic. It had been urged that a law should 
be passed abolishing breach of promise as a 
ground of action, but in this view the Lord 
Chief Justice did not coincide, arguing that 
cases were frequent in which a man paid lover- 
like addresses toa womay and induced her to 
shun the society of ether men in the belief that 
the engagement of marriage between them was 
surely to be carried out. If that man refused to 
carry out that contract, the woman was justly 
entitled to damages. The correctness of the 
views expressed by the eminent jurist will not 
be disputed, but there is no doubt that the 
tendency of late in Engiand has been to award 
damages in an amount far beyond what the 
merits of th¢ action warraut. The latest in- 
stance of this kind was the giving of a verdict 
for $5,000 in favor of Miss Lamb,a mature 
spiuster, who, as the evidence plainly showed, 
made violent love toa young curate, the Rev. 
Mr. Fryer, and induced him to promise ber mar- 
riage. Miss Lamb was 42 yearsof age and Mr. 
Fryer 27 when this gloomy incident began cast- 
ing its shadows over his young life. About 800 
love-letters, most of them of a nauscatingly 
gushing description, passed between the parties, 
but.finally Mr. Fryer fell in love witha young 
lady whase age corresponded somewhat with his 
own, and notified Miss Lambof the fact. She 
promptly begun suit for breach of promise, and 
a jury gave her a $5,000 balm for her lacerated 
affections. Mr. Fryer’s salary is $1,000 per 
annum, and with a $5,000 judgment hanging 
over him the chances of his marrying the other 
young lady are exceedingly attenuated.

THE ST. GOTHARD TUNNEL FAR FROM COM- 
PLETE,

was recently published that the St. Gothard 
Tunnel would be ready for use in September 
next. Work is progressing slowly on the 
lines to connect with the Swiss system at 
Zug and Lucerne, and several months will be 
required for their completion, On some of 
the sections nothing has been done beyond 
surveying and locating the line. and 
along the bank of Lake Url there are 
two or three tunnels yet to be made 
and heavy embankments thrown up. From 
Flielen to Amsteg the railway Is nearly fin- 
} ished, but from Amsteg to Geshinen through 
the lower part of the St. Gotliard Pass, a 
great deal of the heayy work is unfinished, 
and small gangs of laborers were visible at 
comparatively rare intervals, At the 
Geshinen end of the tunnel heaps of stone 
for arching are piled, and there Is said to be 
much to do for eampleting this part of the 
work. None of those with whom 1 con- 
versed expected the tunnel and the connect- 
ing lines to be completed before next July, 
and some of them named October, 1582. On 
the Italian side, I understand, the connect- 
ing lines are much further advanced than on 
the Swiss side.’ The rallway is in operation 
to Biasca, twenty miles from Airolo, the 
italian end ef the tunnel, and the section be- 
tween Biasea and Alrolo can be completed in 
afew months.” ;

In most 
of our houses. we can move the wheat around 
pretty well, and we shall do it.

; AMERICAN SAILORS. 

The Americano Consul at Cork cites officia 
figures which show that of all the sailing ves- 
sels calling at Queenstown for. *“ orders,” re- 
pairs, and otherwise during the last six years, 
nearly allof them chartered and freighted in 
this country, the Italians head the list, the Nor- 
wegians stand next, and America did not have 
one-tenth; furthermore, be avem that the crews 
of American vessels are at least nine-tenths 
composed of unnaturalized foreigners. Theex- 
planation he gives is that American shipping 
laws guarantee to the sailor under our flag, of 
whatever nationality, better food, better de- 
fense, and better opportunity foreyxytra wages 
in the event of intervoyage discharge than those 
of any other nation; hence that competition 
with toreign cheap sailors has reduced 
wages below what can be “earned on 
shore. The Norwegian and Italian sailors 
are paid $8 or $10 a month on 
board vessels of their own nationality, while all 
men under the American flag are paid $15 to 
$25. The Norwegian, or Italian sailor often 
*finds’* himself, laying in a supply of maca- 
roni or fish at the beginning of each voyage, and 
supplementing this by fresh fish as opportunity 
offers; entire crews of these nationalities are 
sometimes said to “ live off the cargo,”’ and it is 
a common phrase that the Italian sailor can ex- 
ist **on the smell of an oiled rag.”” The result is 
that Norwegian and Italian sailing craft can 
make offers to shippers at lower rates than 
Americans can. The Uonsul suggests whether it 
would not be advisable to begin remediai meas- 
ures by abolishing the taxes now laid on Amer- 
ican sailing vessels for the supportof marine 
hospitals, and also consular fees, as well as 
by reducing port and Custom-House charges.

THE EASTERN STRIKERS. 
Special to The Chicago Tribune. 

OLEAN, N. ¥., Aug. 29.—The situation in 
the strike-affected district along we line of 
the New York, Lake Erie & Western Rail- 
road remains in about the same condition as 
yesterday. The malcontents have been in 
secret session. ‘Their deliberations were 
continued until a Jate hour. Close inquiries 
have been instituted among those present at 
the conference, but nothing could be learned 
about the proceedings further than that the 
strikers resolved to maintain their aggres- 
sive position until such time as the Company 
agree to restore the 10 per cent 
cut made in 1877. The discontents are receiv- 
ing liberal pecuniary assistance from their 
non-striking brethren and from trade-union 
organizations. it is asserted that they re- 
ceive sufficient financial aid to support them 
in a standout of indefinit length. It is as- 
certained that the powerful labor organiza- 
tion, the Knights of Labor, are endeavoring 
to instigate @@trike among other railway 
operatives. ASB the Knights have a vast 
membership and vast influence among train- 
hands, it is believed they may accomplish 
their end, and an order will be promulgated 
within a few days for a ‘general strike, 
to go into effect next Thursday, Sept. 1. 
The Chicago and Cincinnati express-trains 
were delayed some time near Sheri- 
dan yesterday by a freight blockade, 
and intelligence reaches here from various 
important points along the New York, Lake 
Erie & Western Railroad of considerable in- 
terruption to passenger travel. There is an 
undefined feeling of apprehension in rail- 
roud circles that the gloomiest period in this 
great struggle between labor and capital is 
yet to come, as it has been discovered that 
many of the leaders who organized the ma- 
chinists’ strikein 1874 at Susquehanna Depot 
are among the malcontents and working up 
a bitter opposition to all propositions offered 
by the corporation, .The following special 
has been received from Buffalo, which now is 
headquarters for the strikers: ‘The advices 
received at the general offices of the New 
York, Lake Erie & Western Railroad rela- 
tive to the strike are reassuring, but there is 
no indication the discontents have re- 
laxed their stubbornness. Superintendent 
penietin Thomas telegraphs the executive 
heads of the corporation that the striking 
trainmen have been. well behaved at Hor- 
nelisville and along the entire line of the 
Buffalo Division. Most strenuous efforts 
are being made to reinforce the corps of 
green hands who have take the places of 
the strikers by drawing contingents from the 
Eastern and Susquehanna Divisions, and it 
is expected that in this way an 
effectiwe working force will be or- 

anized within .two weeks. Meantime 

ve «6freight blockade entails a serious 
loss on the Company, not to mention the suf- 
fering to merchants and freight men em- 
ployed on other divisions of the road, and 
who have been suspended for want of em- 
ployment. This is particularly the case In 
Susyguehanna, Middletown, and Jersey City. 
In the latter place, however, many of (lis- 
charged men have obtained employment on 
other a lines running into New York. 
Mr. John N. Abbott, General Passenger 
Agent of the Company, strongly waintains 
there is no backbone to the strike, and that 
as soon as Switchmen and other striking 
operatives find that the running of the trains 
can proceed without them they will be very 
giad to ask to be. restored to their former 
positions. Mr. Abbott also adds that the 
strikers yielded completely at Salamanca, 
and thinks there is not the least possibility of 
any reopening of hostilities against the cor- 
poration in that quarter.” 

Quite a ripple of excitement has been 
created by some of the striking switchmen 
endeavoring to start a riotous Gemonstration 
at Hornellsville. The strikers made apn at- 
tack on some of the new hands of the Com- 
pany, and quite a lively and exciting battle 
was waged for some time. The hostilities 
occurred at a boarding-place-on_ Babcock 

treet. In reply to inquiries at the general 
relght oftices of the New York, Lake Erie 
& Western Koad, it was stated that no further 
serious difticulties in the moving of freight 
areanticipated. Much freight which ordinari- 
ly would reach Buffalo via the Lake Shore 
is now transferred at Dunkirk. Coal freights 
are run through in entire trains, thus reduc- 
ing the amount of switching necessary to 
the minimum. Although the force in the 
Buffalo yards is yet sadly crippled, a very 
considerable amount of work can be regu- 
larly done. No strike has occurred on the 
Buffalo & Southwestern or other branches of 
the Erie system. The trouble seems to have 
been wholly confined to the Buffalo Division.

The absence of plush 
carpets, and other woolen upholsteries an 
toilet-roomsa, is in the interest of health and 
cleanliness, for the reason that the entire 
interior arrangements are so regulated as to 
permit of a thorough dally bath of soap and 
water.

SOUTHERN RATES RESTORED. 

The representatives of the Baltimore &

The 
Eastern lines are allowed a differential rate 
of\tive cents*per 100, but these roads have for 
some months past taken -freight at much 
lower rates. ‘be Western lines claimed 
that thejr was being ruined 
on this ‘account, and they have made 
great efforts lately to have the difticylty set- 
tled, andafew days ago their representa- 
tives attended a meeting of the Southern 
Railway & Steamship Association ‘to have 
that organization take up the matter and in- 
duce the Eastern lines to restore rates, but 
they were not able to accomplish anything. 
The Eastern roads claim that they were com- 
pelled to cut rates by the Western fines be- 
ginning the fight, and they were simply pro- 
tecting their own interests. 

At the meeting yesterday the Eastern lines 
resolved to restore the tariff of June 25 upon 
the promise of the Western roads that y 
would also conform to those rates. This 
action will probably settle the fight on South- 
ern freight business between the Eastern 
and Western lines for the time being.

The New Torpedo Bam—Lieutenant- 
Commander Brown Considers the 
Alarm a Miost Formidable Vessel. 
WasninaTon, D.C., Ang. 26.—Licutenant-Com- 

mander R. M.G. Brown, commanding the tor- 

pedo ram Alarm, reports t6 tlie Navy Depatt- 
ment as follows: 

‘The trials have been entirely satisfactory in 
showing that a vessel of considerable size can 
be steered and propdiled by a screw alone, with- 
out a rudder, 80 the hull itself becoming 
the gun-carriage, smaili vessel is capable 
of carrying the iarrest gun, and of 
aiming it with certainty and cision. 
By means of this screw the vessel can 
be turned in place oo its axis with a moderate 
steam pressure, making a complete circle in 


two and one-half minutes, which Is certainly _ 


less than half the time a duplicate Vessel could 
complete the circle by means of a rudder, and a 
speed of twelve knots an bour. And whereas

PICT URE-FRAMES AND OTHER COM- 
BUSTiBLES. 

There was a remari@ble fire on the West 
Side last night,—remarkable on account of 
the conflict of information concerning the 
ownership of the building and the occupants; 
and, as all the talkers were apparently re- 
liable, the reader ig left to his choice. The 
alarm was from box No. 278, located on the 
corner of Madison and Canal, and the fire was 
in the four-story brick structure covering 
Nos. 103, 105, and 107 on the latter street. As 
it was full of inflammable material,’ the 
flames spread so rapidly that surrounding 
property was endangered, and a 211 
was turned in. The first ' notice 
was given the Department at 7:22; 
“fire out” was struck at 9:50. The rear 
part of all the floors was burned, the third 
and fourth suffering the most, the flames 
spreading over about half of them; and the 
roof was also partially destroyed. 

According to a man who claimed to be Mr. 
N. B. Bassett, he erected the building in 1872 
at a cost of $8,000. The first and second floors 
were occupied by N. B. Bassett & Co., man- 
ufacturers of picture frames and moldings, 
whose stock was worth between $4,000 and 
$5,000, both being insured for $7,000 in com- 
panies he di-in’t know the names of. Mr. Bas- 
sett said a man n Burk, a maker of 
bedsteads, whose stock was worth'$500, occu- 
pled third floor, the fourth being vacant. 

A man who gave the pame of Berger, said 
the building wasown y Berger Bros., who 
bouglit it about a month ago of aman named 
Allen for $17,000, and that it was insured for 
$5,000 in the Mutual of Philadelphia and 
the “Baltimore of Ohio”; that Bassett &

both being insured for ut $2,500, 

An unkpown man said the front of 
the fourth floor was a storeroom for Bassett 
& Co.’3 frames. Mr. Bassett at first denied 
that he had anything there, but subsequent- 
ly admitted that the frames belonged to him. 

As to the origin of the fire the statements 
were about as conflicting as regarding the 
ownership occupants. .§ A man named 
Allen, who sai@ he was the watchman (Mr.

said he first saw 
the flames : a lot of shavings 
on the first floor, near the chute, up which 
the i fire ran to the second floor.

He was taken from the building and 
removed by the West Lake street patrol 
wagon to his home, No, 33 Rebecea, street, 
near Morgan. Franzen was formerly Cap- 
tain of Hook and Ladder Company No. 5, 
and has fractured his limbs numberless 
times at fires. The injury is not atall serious,

Synopsis of the o1d and the New 
Law on the Subject.

BosTrox, Aug. 26.—Among the important 
changes in the laws made at the recent ses- 
sion of the Genvral Court of this State is an 
act entitled * An act relieving property from 
double taxation in certain cases.”’ It relates 
wholly to the taxation of mortgaged real 
estate. It provides for the issue of two tax 
pills for each estate by the city or town in 
which such estate is situated,—one to the 
mortgagor for the adjudged value of his 
equity in the estate, and the other to the 
mortgagee, with a proviso that the mort- 
gagee shall not be assessed for a sum greater 
than the adjudged value of the land and 
buildings thereon. In case there are other 
mortgages on the same estate, each mort- 
gagee is assessed for the face of his mort- 
gage only, with the same _ proviso. 
such case other tax bills are 
jssued,—that is, in case of a 
mortgage only two tax bilis, one to 
mortgagor and one to mortgagee: in case of 
a second mortgage, three tax bills, and so on. 
Mortgagors and mortgagees are to be deemed 
for the purpose of taxation joint-owners un- 
til the mortgagee takes possession. In case 
a first mortgagee is in possession he shall be 
deemed sole owner. Any other mortgagee 
jn possession shall be deemed joint-owner 
with prior mortgagees. All taxes thus as- 
sessed are to constitute a lien upoh the land 
and structures aflixed thereto. If any part 
of the taxes so assessed shall remain unpaid 
on the ist day of January following upon 
the date of assessment either party may pay 
the same. If paid by any mortgagee the 
mortgagee so paying may take from the Col- 
lector of taxes a certificate thereof to be re- 
corded, with a note of reference from such 
record to the mortgage deed, and such sums 
so paid for taxes, other than those assessed 
to himself, with costs and interest, shal! be 
mided to and constitute a part of the 
principal sum of the mortgage; and in 
such case the recording such certificate 
within thirty days from Hs date shall 
be notice to all persons of the payment of 
such sums and the lien upon the estate there- 
for. When taxes so assessed to any mort- 
gagee beve been paid by the mortgagor, or to 
those claiming under him, to either the Col- 
lector or any mortgagee paying the same as 
herein provided, he shall have the right to 
deduct the sum so paid, with the costs and 
interest thereon, from the amount due the 
mertgagee to whom said taxes were assessed, 
unless the parties have agreed otherwise in 
writing. Itis also provided that loans on 
real estate taxable as real estate as herein 
provided shall not be included for the pur- 
poses of taxation in debts due to or from 
persons to be taxed, provided, however, that 
this provision shall not apply to the excess 
of any such loan or loans above the assessed 
value of the mortgaged real estate. There

the corporations for real estate within their 
territorial limits. This corpora- 
tion tax is credited to the towns severally, as 
against the quota of State tax due from each 
town, in proportion to the number of shares 
owned by residents in such town. In this 
way the actual value of a corporation’s fran- 
chise and its visible property is taxed once, 
and owners of shares in such corporations 
living out of the State are made to pay their 
share, as they could not be if the shares were 
taxed as personal property simply. From 
bank stock owned out of the State a revenue 
ot $200,000 was derived to the State last year, 
and from stock of other corporations thus 
owned a revenue of $420,000. In assessing 
this corporation tax the suin taxed by towns 
or cities as real estate, machinery, ete., to a 
corporation, is deducted from the total or 
market value of the OMPRRY’ s franchise be- 
fore computing the tax. 

The new law, being entitled, An act to re- 
lieve property fron: double taxation ** in cer- 
tain cases,’ implies thereby that other cases 
besides morteages exist. These are some- 
what difficult to define, but they are all com- 
prehended in one class, that of property in 
the form of debt, wherein the creditor is taxed 
for itin the form of loan or debt as personal 
property, and the debtor again taxed for it as 
part of his visible estate, other than real 
estate, Practically, it is believed this is no 
onerous burden, as a whole, since the law 
explicitly provides that a taxpayer may meke 
return of his personal estate to the Assessors, 
under oath, and they are required to tax him 
on this return. In making up his schedule 
for the purpose of swenring to it he is ex- 
eee A authorized by statute to balance 
lis debts against iis credits, by that 
clause whieli defines. taxable personal 
property to be, “money at interest 
and other debts due the persons to be 
taxed more than they are indebted or pay in- 
terest tor,”’ Ifa taxpayer omits to come for- 
ward and make oath to a schedule, it is a 
fair inference—notwithstanding that he may 
be paying a tax on property or stock in trade 
on Which he owes money, tor which money 
the lender is also taxed- —that he is escaping 
taxation in some other particular to an equal 
or greater amount, through the failure of the 
* dooming board ’’ of the Assessors to fully 
estimate his resources. It is admitted on all 
Sides that a creat deal of personal property 
heid by residents of the State escapes the 
Vigilant eyes of the Assessors. 

As to the new law many critics do not 
prognosticate much in its favor. In the first 
place, the Legislature is inhibited by the 
Constitution to pass any law “ impairing the 
obligation of contracts.’ There is hardly a 
real estate morigage now on record in the 
State wherein the mortgagor has not 
expressly contracted to pay all taxes 
assessed upon the estate mortgaged. There 
is nothing in the new law prohibiting 
the introduction of such a contract’ into any 
mortgage deed now or hereafter to be made; 
and if such a law were enacied the practical 
evasion of it is easy, through an enhance- 


ering of any probable tax on the estate to 
which tie mortgage would be subject. It is 
argued, accordingly, that mortgagees will 
continue to pay the market rate for the 
money which they hire, and that although 
the Assessors may issue one tax bill to A, the 
mortgagor, y another to B, the mortgagee, 
the only effect will be that B will pass his bill 
over to A with the remark, *‘ This is for you 
to pay,” and A will continue, as from time 
immemorial, to come annually to the Tax- 
Collector and pay the whole tax assessed on 
his estate; and itisclaimed that the only 
solution to the problem is toexempt mort- 
gagees wholly from taxation as mortgagees, 
whereby they could afford to come down in 
their rates, to the relief of the class of mort-

The signers ure said to 
have been Messrs. Farren, Ender, and 
Coburn, a majority of the Committee; and that 
the attendants upon Board me eting could 
not beip noticing the disappointment of certain 
individuals when the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee in question answered the call of his Commit- 
tee with * No report.” The Chair understood at 
once that there was a mistake somewhere, and 
called for the report a second time, but it was 
not until later in the day that he fully compre- 
bended the situution, and learned in one of the 
hallways that the reason the document was not 
resented and that the scheme failed was that 
r.Coburn bad withdrawn his name from it 
early in the meeting. 

THE PLAN TO RUSH THE JOB THROUGH

tion of the Indiana gentlemen, and that jt had )

. jowest bidders—in the event of some of those - 


pledged to the original bid weakening on the 
call of the roll. It appeared, furthermore, that 
the purpose had been to give the award to the 
Indianians, and vo one else, and tw do it with 
the least possible display. The question of their 
power to “farm out” the collection of taxes 
it was said, bad been discussed in secret, and 
the Indianians had armed their fr jends with 
Supreme Court decisions on the subject, and ail 
the combination had to do, it was thought, was 
to vote the matter through. Mr. Coburn failed 
them, however, at the last moment, and Iast 
evening they were a despondent set. and the 
Indianians were not to be seen around their 
usual haunts, 
COMMISSIONER STEWART, 
whois Chairman of the Committee, but who did 
pot sign the report, was talked to late in the 
afternoon with refererce to the whole 
inatter, and also with reference to 
u resolution he had introduced 
at the Board meeting on the subject. He said 
he knew nothing about how the indiana propo- 
sition got before the Board or before his Com- 
mittee, but upon finding it in bis Committee 
box be made some aoune about it, and called 
the atteauce of D. K. Tenney, & neighbor of 
his, to r. Tenne y bad talked the same 
subject up to him two years ago, and he thought 
it no more than right that he should mention the 
lodiana proposition to him, and he did 
it. Mr. Tenney told him that the percentage pro- 
to be cbarred was exorbitant, and a tew 

days later banded him a cheaper proposition 
which he bad laid before the Roard. Individu- 
ally, he was opposed to entering into any such 
arrangement with any one, beeause he feared 
the consequences might not be the best, and ha 
had introduced the resolution he bad, proposing 
to contract with some one tor the work, with no 
other purpase than to kill the whole thing. He 
did pot believe a majority of the Commissioners 
would vote for it when they understood it, and 
the object of his resolumon was simply to pro- 
voke an intelligent discussion of the whole 
question.

He took 
his name off the report at the suggestion of 
Commissioner Stewart, who said that he did 
not know the firm, and that it would hardly be 
right to give the work to outside parties when a 
well-known and responsible legal firm of this 
city were ready to do it for less money. 

*“Thave no doubt,” the Commissioner said, 
“ that much money can be saved to the county 
in this way, and at present I feelineclined to let 
any one have a chance to earn 15 per cent com- 
mission who can apprise the county of the fact 
of taxable property being concealed by its in- 
habitants. Ky-the-by, there is not so much 
difference between the ‘offer made by the Indi- 
ana firm and that by Tenney, Flower & Cratty. 
The former ask for 25 per cent on the face 
amount of the taxes they unearth; the latter 
for W per cent upon their = collections, 
which will include penalties and interest, 
amount to about as muchas the other. There 
wasathird bid by a law tlirm named Remy & 
Chumasero, who offered to do the work for 10 
percent. Weil, Ender and I took our names 
off the report, which killed it, and pow the mat- 
ter isieft again in the bands of the Committee, 
who will consider all these offers, and any oth- 
ers that may be made, before they submit afresh 
report,” 

* What do you know of the Indiana firm?” 

“I had creat faith in them, and believed they 
would do the work well, and also that, as the 
originators of the idea, they deserved considera- 
tion.. Commissioner Stewart told me that he 
had the subject brought to bis attention when 
he first came to the Board three years ayo, but

Of 
course, the firm intrusted with the work might 
discover such coucecaled taxable property and 
fai to report it, having made better terms with 
the proprietors than those they had already 
made with the county.’

There is no doubt that if the work 
were honestly done, the county would save a 
lar amount of money. and eventually some- 
body wil be authorised to do the work.

Private Dalzell’s Reminiscences of 
Garfield. 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CALDWELL, O., Aug. 27.—Just one year be- 
fore he was shot, almost to an hour, Presi- 
dent Garfield wrote me the following letter: 

Mentor, O., July 2, 1880.—My DEAR DALZELL: 
Yours congratulating me on the result at Chi- 
cago is received, and should have been an- 
swered soon¢r but that I was so pressed with 
calls and correspondence that I could not find 
time todoso. I knew you would rejoice at my 
nomination, but to me there is something sad 
about it all that [suppose neither you nor any 
man in the world can understand but myseif. 
But if any man in the worid has the support of 
true friends I think I have,—at least my corre- 
spondence seems to say 80. As ever yours, 

J. A. GARFIELD. 

About ten days before the President was 
shot I wrote him asking him for his photo- 
graph. Itecame Friday night July 1, 1881, 
and that very night I had it framed and hung 
on the wall in my library. Call it foolish if 
you will, [cannot help it, but I felt that lL 
could not sleep that night until I had it 
framed and hung up beside the pictures of 
Hayes and Lincoln. 1 state these singuiar 
facts and coincidences familiar to all my 
neighbors, yet I do not profess to see any- 
thing in them beyond the facts. 

When Gen. Garfield was here in 1877 and 
made three speeches in one day, concerning 
which I have written you fully, we had sev- 
eral interesting conversations. All that I 
can now remember of interest at this time 
was what he told me of the attempts that had 
been made, or rather threatened, against his 
life and that of President Hayes. 

President Garfield said that sometime be- 
fore the close of the Electoral count in 1877 (the 
spring before this conversation) some of his 
young friends in Washington came to him 
and told that a conspiracy had been formed 
to killhim. The Geticral at first treated the 
statement lightly, think that the report 
was merely sensational, grew only out of 
the morbid state of public feeling there at 
that crisis; but when he came to examine it 
more closely he said he found it was but tov 
true. His young friends armed themselves 
to the teeth, met him at the Capitol every day 
at the close of the session, and took him 
home in a covered carriage, and next morn- 
ing escorted him back to the Capitol in the 
same way, until the Electoral Commission 
finally adjourned. “It was felt,” said the 
General, *“*thatif I were called, the Demo- 
cratic House would never consent to fill the 
vacancy caused by my death, and so all peace- 
ful methods for settling the great question of 


the Presidential succession would be at an . 


end.” 

I told him that I had watched Gen. Grant 
and Mr. Hayes leave the White House on the 
morning of the 5th of March, 1877, and go to 
the inauguration, and seen him and Sherman 
riding in the next carriage to them, with no 
little alarm and apprehension. 

“Yes,” said he quietly, looking at me 


soleinniy and gently with those two deep. 


blue eyes of kindness, **and there was good 
cause for apprehension that morning. Do 
you know that after we left the White House 
messengers warned hg Ilayes that he 
would be fired on at Willard’s? IL passed 
that point with no tittle apprehension. Then 
came a message that he would be fired on 
down about Four and a Half street,-but that 
point was safely passed, and after the in- 
auguration we all returned to the White 
llouse safely.” 

* But, General,” I said, “I am sure you 
yourself were not afraid ””’ 

** Well,” he replied with a subdued: smile, 
“IT felt a little more comfortable when we 
returned to the White Llouse, and 1 got my 
overcoat olf.”’ 

The only other time | ever heard Gen. 
Gartield ‘refer to any violence that 
had been offered to him was in 
a quiet chat I had with him = at 
Lancaster, O., after his return from Boston 
that year. 1 remember the very words he 
used,—for who that heard them in his deep, 
strong voice, so earnestly uttered, with so 
little unkindness, so little resentment I 
mean, could ever forget them ? **Lhad never 
been in Boston much, at least had 
never had a chance to make a square 
speech there before to those fellows. 
You know how crazy a portion of the people 
down there were just then on the greenback 
question. Ben Butler’s demagogy had 
aroused the worst classes to the highest 
pitch of anger against the Republicans, and 
against me particularly. Iwas to speak in 
Fanueil Hall. It was a great oceasion. | 


was advised,that numbers of the best men. 


from Harvard and the literary circles would 
be there, and f was also informed that Ben 
Butler had hired 500 roughs to mob me,—at 
least tointerrupt me. I took the stand, and 
the great hall was packed full. Some of 
those Jearned fellows expected me to put on 
a pair of glasses, unroll a manuscript, and 
read off a finely-prepared speech. But Ll did 
nothing of the sort. Il saw those fellows of 
Butler’s glaring at me. and I just rolled up 
my sleeves and pitchedintothem. Of course 
there was but one question,—the finances and 
currency. Il had not proceeded a minute un- 
tilone of Butler’s men popped up and put a 
question and the rest of them howled. I 
told them to keep quiet a minute and I 
should answer him. did so as well as I 
could, and then up jumped 
big ugly fellow and put his question. That 
l also answered as well as I could. 
was kept up for some time,—an hour or so, 
covering the whole field of issues made up 
that fall between the Greenbaekers, Demo- 
crats, aml Republicans. At leygth, growing 
tired of it, | stopped short, and told them 
I had treated them fairly, and asked them 
now to be quiet and interrupt me no further. 
After a little flutter their sense of fair play 
induced them to be q iet, and they yelled for 
me to goon. Isawlhad them, and I pro- 
ceeded to finish my speech.” 

** Do you know,” hesaid, *‘ that that was the 
best speech of my life? I owe it to Ben 
.Butler to say that. After the meeting seme 
of the old men of Boston came to me and 
told me they had heard Webster, Choate, and 
Ciaxy there, but that I had made the best 
speech had ever heard in the grand old 
hall. And so I had no reason to feel angry 
at old Ben. for if it hadn’t been for the inter- 
ruptions of his men, I should scarcely have 
got stirred up enough to do half as well as J 
did.”

A Tribute to Gen. Garfield.

Cnicago, Aug. 20.—There are some great 
lessons to be learned from the events trans- 


piring at Washington since the morning of 


July 2.

for the first time as a National character. On 
that memorable day 1 was sitting on the 
grand stand in the Exposition Hall, eagerly 
waiting for the mantle of honor ‘to fall again 
upon the shoulders of Gen. Grant, At that 
moment the names of all other avowed as- 
pirants irritated me. [ heard Garfield’s name 
whispered by the delegates from a virgin 
State, spoken in confident tones from a 
bench where the escutcheon of a proud Com- 
monwealth blazed, like the meridian sun. I| 
turned to look, as the modest soldier rose in 
his place, and watched him with a new-born 
interest. He stood likea young Colossus, 
cladein the simple grandeur of upright man- 
hood, paling before the fervent rays of a 
threatened glory, swaying, and agitated d 
the pent-up feel ofa lofty and pure ambi- 
tion. The majesty of the people awed him, 
his face changed color, his eye grew humid, 
then shone again with the lustre of prophetic 
thought. 

And soon the climax came. His name was 
spoken by the oracle of the Convention; it 
was repeated by the hundreds of his peers 
who rose with shields and banners to salute 
him: it was thundered forth from the throats 
of 15,000 of his countrymen till the roar made 
the rafters of the great hall tremble; the tal- 
ismanic word was caught up by the pat nes. 
crowd without, and borne like aw 
meteor to the four corners of the globe. This 
man had risen, like Lincoln, from modest 
obscurity: like Lineoln, he had been reared 
ina humble home. like Lincoln, he was a 
man of steadfast purpose, of sterlipg probity, 
of clear discernment, of patient industry; 
like Lincoln, he had risen by his own merit 
and exertion, unaided by others, to a position 
in public affairs where he could no longer be 
overlooked, or sneered at, but-_was become 
essential to the welfare of the political party 
to which he belonged. Like Lincoln again, 
he was chosen to lead agreat Nation through 
four years of political strife, through laby- 
rinths more perplexing than the Dedalian 
maze; confronted by two hostile factions in 
his own party. He took up his task with 
calm courage; and while the burdens of 
State wearied and oppressed him, while diffi- 
culties were thrown in his way by jealous 
maicontents, while dangers threatened him 
on every side, he made no sign, uttered no 
complaint, but kept straight°’on in the path 
of his hard duty. The hearts of the people 
were warming toward him while he proved 
his worth: the eyes of the political world 
watched with admiration and confidence his 
undaunted fight—whether wise or faulty— 
igainst a sectional organization; and when 
the standards of opposing factions went down 
before his intlexible will and calm advance, 
he stood revealed to the Nation a living real- 
ization pf the ideal statesman. 

This was he who, poised on the highest 
parapet of fame, was to fall headlong from 
the hight, pierced by the talons of a vulture! 
A people’s love and contidence had borne 
him thither; the hands of a lion-hearted peo- 
ple had lifted him to the pedestal of peerless 
power; a famished dog dragged him down 
to a miserable death ! . 

Like Lineoln again, he had reached the 
acme of success, and while resting in its 
grateful bealus an assasin robbed hii of his 
life! 

The parallel in the lives of these two 
martyrs throughout is startling. 

But it was lett for Garfield to achieve his 
greatest mora triumph after his dreadful 
fall. With that dread fall the waters of po- 
litical conflict were stilled, their roar was 
hushed, peace and unity returned, and con- 
tending chiefs are meeting at his bedside to 
witch the heroic struggle of their chief with 
Death. Prostrate and pale he lies there un- 
complaining, waiting calmly the fiat of God. 
Not insensible to duty even while the. hor- 
rors of dissolution are darkening his couch, 
he has tried to live for the sake of his peo- 

le. Some of his watchers are yet hopetul;: 

ut to me it seems there is doom written 
across the sky and moaning in the winds. 
Spite of his rallying efforts, | fear. Soon 
may the black panoply of the invisible King 


| shut out all save its own grimcourt. Death's 


courtiers are watching the slow and 
awful exit of a great soul. The massive 
forehead wherein great thoughts have sat 
enthroned, slowing like stars in eternity, 
may soon grow cold and dew-laden and its 
chamber tenantless. ‘The keen eye whose 
vision has reached beyond the confines of his 
own proud age, and searched the secrets of 
coming times, may soon be dull and sight- 
less. The lips that breathed such words of 
hope to the Nation when Hope had turned to 
flee: those lips that have uttered words of 
wisdom, and counseled peace so often, may 
soon cease to move forever, and be rigid with 
the seal of Death! 

A great manis dying. Great in wisdom 
and patriotism, great in experience and use- 
fulness, greatin his aims, great in his sim- 
plicity. Over the dome of the Capitol is the 
tiag under whose sacred folds he often stood, 
poiuting to hard-earned victory in the midst 
of battle. Soon, alas}it may be drooping at 
half-taast, mutely tellingto gazing thousands 
the story of an accomplished infamy. Ina 
little while, and Oh, the intervening time 
may be brief! the solemn bells ye be toll- 
ing, until their measured dirge shall have 
rung in the inner chambers of 50,000,000 of 
souls. And then I, from whom this poor 
tribute of spoken sorrow is wrung by an 
overmastering grief; you, whose faithtul 
messengers have been so tireless in bringing 
news to waiting throngs each hour through 
these weeks of miserable suspense; all of 
us, the little.and the great who love him, 
may have to choke thg sob in our throats, 
and say farewell. 

And there he lies; pg*id and helpless: and 
not one human bei en the lowliest in 
this broad land, but would deem it martyr- 
dom to change places with him! Yet this 
man wears a laurel crown, and is greater 
than Cesar! 

‘There is another spectacle we may witness, 
not far thence, at once bewildering and 
pitiabie. Beholda gaunt wolf crouching in 
the shadows of his cell close by the walls of 
that stricken Nouse, listening to the rum- 
bling of wheels without,to the voices of pass- 
ing nen, and the hurrying tramp of feet, 
with all the trembling dread of a conscious 
murderer! Behold armed guards gathered 
like a cordon of steel around that prison, 
waiting for the coming of Nemesis. 
Presently we shall see grim bat- 
teries, manned = by our = fellow-coun- 
trymen, caissoned and poised, placed there, 
perchance, to massacre the people,—those 
who love their great chief, whose anguish 
may make them mad! But the wretch must 
be well guarded lest his carcass be hurt. He 
must have a fair trial, and be judged by his 
chosen “ countrymen.” The law must pro- 
tect its majesty; the mob must not prevail, 
even though its vengeance be just. And not 
even a nob can mete out a deserved punishi- 
ment to this monster. Its puny blows can 
only kill, and itis not much to die to-day,— 
to shorten the span whose limit is to-morrow. 
No, the assasin’s crime is unexpiable here: 
and when the avenger thinks of this his 
rage will be dumb, and vengeance will die. 
Only the- unutterable wo will remain, and 
with itutter humiliation. But there wre mad- 
men here in Chicago, there in Washington, 
in New York, who will not think, wifo are 
plotting death. Gather, then, the stout 
marines, and guard well the wolf! nrarshal 
the veterans from Fortress Monroe, from 
Fort McHenry, and tell them to aim at the 
hearts of their countrymen who will come to 
break the law. Justice must be done. But 
ali! there is a terrible ordeal before those 
guards,—an ordeal more terrible than the 
scaling of Fort Donelson’s walls or breast- 
ing the storm at Shiloh! Guiteau’s life and 
the nljesty of the law versus the uncounted 
lives of their fellow-countrymen! Will the 
ordeal come? Nemo tenetur divinare.

Around .Londoa bicycles are perhaps 
commoner than auy other light vehicle, and the 
borses there also bave become accustomed to 
them. Trouble is easily prevented by the rider 
dismounting when borses are lainiy afraid of 
him, and he should always do so Ou a signal 
fron the driver.

Constitutions and 
laws are made oniy to enforce public opinion. 
Already has Guiteaun been tried and conde mned 
by the American people, and the common ver- 
dict is, “Kill him.” “But why not,” asksa 
prudish observer of the law, “let the law take 
iis course, and the prisunecr be executed ina 
lawful manner?’ [I answer, Because this is au 
exceptional case, and by the summary execu- 
tion of the assasin, in obedience to a common 
sentiment, we enforce the principle that 
our Presidents shall he as safe and 
secure in their lives as any other 
citizens, and that whoever attempts to injure the 
President, because he is President, shall meet 
with immediate and certain death. If Guiteau 
is permitted to have a trial its effect -will be 
demoralizing and disastrous.

The Court at La Granja—Hispano- 
Portuguese Confederation. 


The Remarkable Amphitheatre at Pan- 
ticasa—A Progressive King. 


The Home of Oalderon de la Barca, the 
Spanish Shakspeare. 


Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

MADRID, Spain, Aug. 6.—The world of the 
Spanish Capital, following the example of the 
Royal family, has left the city,—a portion hav- 
ing zone to seaside resorts, while politicians are 
traveling about endeavoring to stimulate the 
zeal of electors. The Court, as* usual at this 
season of the year, is sojourning at La Granja, 
that enchanting palace in the Village of San 
Iidefonso, where the Queen Christina and the 
Infantas will remain a short time longer, when 
they propose visiting Gijon, a watering-place 
onthe coast of Asturia. The King will leave 
on the 9th inst. for Ferrol, to witness the launch- 
ing of the corvet Navarra. 

Since the sojourn of the Court at La Granja, 
hunting parties bave taken place at Paular, 
Baizain, and Rio Frio, which were very brill- 
iant, ana attended by those members of the 
Diplomatic Corps who followed the Royal fam- 
ily to this Versailles of Spain,—so called on ac- 
count of its magnificent gardens, which greatly 
resemble those that surrounded the palace of 
Louis XIV. in the Versailles of France. _ 

The Court will return to Madrid at the end of 
August, to receive the King of Portugal, who 
proposes to take advantage of the inauguration 
of the railroad from Ma!partida to the frontier 
of his Kingdom, to become the guestof King 
Alfonso for several days. On\ the Ist of Sep- 
tember the two Kings will preside at this cere- 
mony,—not without some misgivings, however, 
on the part of Don Luis of Portugal, who re- 
gards this union of the two countries as another 
link in the 
' HISPANO-PORTUGUESE CONFEDERATION, 
which in time will be accomplished, and which, 
in truth, is more logical than the union of Ger- 
maby or that of Italy. Nature itself has placed 
no barrier between these countries, so much 
alike, and whose origin, race, history, power, 
and even decadence and language, are the same. 
In fact, the Portuguese language resembles the 
Castilian more than do the Catalonian, the 
Basque, the Valencian, and the dialects of the 
Peninsula. Portugal naturally resists ail com- 
binations that will destroy its autonomy, ai- 
though the most stubborn “ anti-Iberists “(as 
those who oppose the political union of the two 
countries are styled) acknowledge that * Iber- 
ism ’* is more than an idea. 

Among the recent noticeable social events 
may be named the marriage of Sefor Leon y 
Castillo, Minister of the Colonies, with Seforita 
Retortillo, daughter of Count Almangara. The 
young couple are spending the honeymoon in 
the villa of the bride’s father, near Biarritz.

All this vast circumference is irregularly filled 
with stupendous granit scats, some ot whichare 
intact and some in ruins; and, as we gaze on 
them rising in regular gradations one above an- 
other and filling such an immense expanse, im- 
agination vainly seeks to picture the beings 
whose herculean powers raised this mighty tem- 
ple. And all this immense space is entirely 
naked,—there not being a single tree to relieve 
the austerity of the scene; but below isa little 
lake—about three-quarters of a leaguc in diam- 
ter, fed by four cascades falling tumultuously 
from the bights above—which softens in some 
measure the sublime, but frightful, austerity of 
the surroundings. The only promenade con- 
sists of a ground formed of stone and gravel 
washed by the cascades down the descents, and 
which has filled up a portion ef the 
lake; beyond which promenade several 


large white houses confront us, standing on a 
hilt. These form the * Establishment’’; and on 
the first one an inscription infurms that we are 
**8,.500 pies sobre el nivel del mar.” The springs 
which iesue from the rock on the right side of 
the valicy possess extraordinary curative pow- 
ers. The water is slightly sapid and gaseous, 
and an acquired taste soon renders it remarka- 


-bly agreeabie. The compiete isolation from the 


world which is here experienced inspires a mel- 
ancholy that few can overcome aiter the nov- 
eity of the surroundings passes away; and cone 
sequently the surroundings are not very brill- 
iant, as inyylids are in the majority,—others 
only remaining long enough to satisfy their 
curiosity in this singular little corner of the 
world.

Thinkers. This great liderulity of the young 
monarch towards tho persecuted Israelites has 
induced his opposers to style him * The King of 
the Jews,’ while his progressive and modern 
ideas are denounced by mavy adherents of the 
old régime as being too democratic to be intru- 
duced into the Alcazar of Catholic Kings. On 
the occasion of the celebration of the birthday of 
his father, when a grand reception was held in 
the palace at Madrid, mary of the ceremonies 
in vogue uuder the reign of Isabcliia II. were 
modified by Alfonso XII.; and the guests who

The old ceremony * besa-manus’’—on bended 
knee— Was not allowed on this occasion, but was 
replaced by other forms bearing the impress of 
courtesy and dignity. Surrounded by a Con- 
servative Cabinet the King was unavle to act 
according to the convictions of bis duty: and 
the world was then ignorant of the strength of 
character which has since developed and so 
nobly sustained him in his progressive efforts. 
if nuta King, Don Alfonso would rank high 
in honorable mention; for he is not only an 
orator of the first order, but understands all the 
‘anguages of Europe. Ata recent inauguration 
of tne Congress of the Professors of Commerce, 
the King made aremuarkable address, in which 
sound reasoning was embodied in clegant lan-

deron died is very modest, but still preserves 
souvenirs of the great Castilian poet which 
are very interesting. Imagine in one 
of the most commercial and animated streets of 
Madrid, at a distance of a few feet from its 
principal public edifices, very near the market, 
and a short distance from the Puerta del Sol, an 
old house of three stories, with large windows 
and a massive baicony,—the same whereon the 
old chaplain of Philip [V. nodoubt often leaned. 
We will enter the obscure vestibule, which can 
scarcely be crossed without stumbling, to enter 
into an atmosphere impregnated with the odor 
of medicine,—for you see on the rez-de-chaus- 
sée of the contiguous house, No. 93 of the calle 
de Mayor, a groomy drug-store which was 
patron sabel Farnese, the second wife 
of Philip V. and mother of Charlies IIL, the 
great King who bas marked with his name the 
most useful public works and the most solid 
monuments of his country. 

THIS DRUG-SHOP OF THE QUEEN-MOTHER, 
as it is styled, is still conducted by the descend- 
ants of a family who established it here in 1578, 
—that is, before the birth of Calderon. The 
present owner of the shop takes great pride in 
showing you treasures that an antiquarian ora 
bibliomaniac would not disdain,—among which 
isa * Don Quixote” given to the ancestors of 
the present owners of the store by Calderon. 
As we walk through the home of Don Pedro 
Calderon de la Barca, where he spent the last 
years of bis life after retiring from the brilliant 
Court which still solicited the poet to abandon 
his seclusion, we can readily imagine the rival 
of Lope de Vega bendi over his table in the 
littie square library, with its low ceiling and 
window, and there writing the great Catholic 
drama renowned throughout the civilized 
world. And then we think we see the old poet 
descending bis narrow staircase at day’s decline 
to spend ube evening with his neighbors in the 
back shop,—a tradition which has been handed 
from father to son for more than 200 years. 
When the town-clock sounded 10 and the watch- 
mau of the night cried, ** Las aiez y sereno,”’ we 
can again imagine Calderon ascending his 
stairs to seat himself at his table, and, by the 
light of a lamp, correct *“ Auto Sacramental”’ 
before retiring to his little alcove, where he 
died on the 25th of May, 1681. All this is pict- 
ured to the mind in looking at the home where 
for thirty years

wrote those chefs-d’ceure which are still ap- 
lauded. Calderon is buried in the beart of old 
adrid, in the Chureh of the Presbiteros 
Naturales; and as we enter these precincts, so

THE SURRENDER OF YORK- 
TOWN.

At noon of the 19th (October) we have the first 
act of surrender. Yorktown changed hands. 
Two redoubts on the left of the enemy’s works 
were at that hour taken possession of by de- 
tachments from the allied army, Col. 
Richard Butler commanding the American 
and Marquis Laval the French party, 
each of WO men. At 2 o'clock we 
reach the closing scene. The army ef Corn- 
wallis marched out as prisoners of war, 
grounded their arms, and then marched back. 
Accounts agree in describing the display and 
ceremony on the occasion as quite linposing. 
The British appeared ‘in new uniforms, dis- 
tributed among them a few days before, and 
it only required the flying of their standards 
to give their march the effect of a holiday 
parade. But their colors were cased and the 
were prohibited from playing either a Fren 
or an American tune. This was the return of a 
compliment, a piece of justifiable as well as 
poetic retaliation on the part of the Almericans 
tor what the enemy were pleased to command 
when Gen. Lincoln was compelled to surrender 
at Charleston the year before.

As the prisoners moved out of their works 
along the Hampton road they found the French 
and Americav armies drawn up on either side 
of the way, the Aincricans on the right, and ex- 
tending tor more thana mie toward the ficid 
of surrender. The French troops  pre- 
sented a brilliant spectacle in their white 
uniforms, with plumed ana decorated offi- 
cers at their head, and gorgeous standards 
of white silk, embroidered with golden fleurs- 
de-lis, floating along the line. The Americans 
were less of an attraction in outward appear- 
uuce, but not the less eageriy cyed by their late 
antagonists. Among the war-worn Continentals 
there was variety of dress, poor at the best, dis- 
tinguishing the nen of the different lines: but 
to compensate for lack of show there wasa 
soldierly bearing about them which com- 
inande attention. The wmilitia formed 
in their rear presented a less wmartiai 
sight, so far as clothing and order were con- 
cerned. But all these men were conquerors, 
and their very appesrapce bespoke the bard- 
ships and privatation they and their States had 
undergone to win in the struggie. At the head 
of the respective lines were the command- 
ing Generals, nobly mounted,—Washington, 
Rochambeau. Lafayette, Lincoln, Steuben, 
Knox, and the rest. Leadi the 
British came Gen. O'Hara instead of Cornwallis. 
The latter pleaded iliness, but be sent his sword 
by O'Hara to be given up to Washington. As 
©’ Hara advanced to the Chief, be was referred 
to Lincoln, who, upon receiving the sword as a 
token of the enemy’s submission, immediately 
returned it to the British Gereral, whose troo 
then mnarched between the two lines toa field 
on the right, where they grounded their arms.
